A total of 1,639 adults were interviewed by telephone nationwide by live interviewers 
calling both landline and cell phones. Interviews were conducted in English and Spanish. 
Among the entire sample, 31% described themselves as Democrats, 25% described 
themselves as Republicans, and 44% described themselves as independents or members of 
another party. 

All respondents were asked questions concerning basic demographics, and the entire sample 
was weighted to reflect national Census figures for gender, race, age, education, region of 
country, and telephone usage.
